H igh W aters Reported from A ll Sections 
of the State. 
Sa n Francisco, December 12th.-The storm, 
which was thought to have reached the climax 
yesterday, began again last evening with re­ 
newed vigor. 
Previous to this, however, the 
sky was clear and the air cool and bracing. 
People who left their homes early in the even­ 
ing to do shopping and buy little trinkets and 
Christmas presents, remained in the stores after 
they hadmade their purchases, expecting the 
rain to abate, but such was not the case, for as 
it grew late the elements seemed to concentrate 
all their force. This morning light showers were 
falling continually, aud there was a struggle 
between 8ol and Pluvius to see which would 
hold sway. 
Although the indications for fair weather were 
good about noon, Signal Service predictions were 
for local rains. 
At one time during the early part of the 
morning the sky in the central part of the city 
was overcast, aud light showers were falling, 
while down in the vicinty of Fourth and Town­ 
send streets the sky was bright and clear, with 
not the slightest sign of rain. 
There has been a steady fall of snow iu the 
mountains. The temperature is rising and the 
snow is melting slightly. But no danger is 
feared from that quarter just now. 
At Cascade the snow feil to the depth of eight 
feet, and the thermometer is now as low as 3J 
degrees. 
From Alma, on the Santa Cruz division, to 
this city, the trains are running on time, but 
between Alma and Santa Cruz aud in the Santa 
Cruz mountains, considerable trouble is being 
given to this compauy on account of the heavy 
rains. At Boulder cieek, where they had the 
cloud-burst, which caused the loss of life and 
property, considerable trouble, aho, exists. 
Tne oibcials at the Southern Pacific Company’s 
office could not state definitely when that por­ 
tion of the road would be in good condition. A 
force of men is at work repairing as speedily as 
possible. 
The train which left here last evening for 
Portland, went only as far as Marysville and 
transferred passengers to another train aud 
returned here as south-bouud. Another por­ 
tion only went as far as Redding and then 
turned back. 
The trouble existing between Cottonwood and 
Red Bluff, on the Shasta division of the South­ 
ern Pacific, is rcq>orted to be very serious. 
Trains from here to Ogden are reported as run­ 
ning regularly. 
The local train for Willows, on the Northern 
California route, yesterday transferred passen- 
gerson the west side of the river, and will do 
the same to day. 
G il r o y , December 12th.—The damage done 
8unday by the flood has proved but trilliug. 
Since then the water-cou^es have proved ample 
to carry off the water that came down then. 
Five and one-half inches of rain have fallen 
this month, and for the season over 14 inches, 
against less than 5 inches for the same date last 
year. We have clearing weather to day. Farm 
operations put back by ihe storm is the only bad 
result from it. 
S t o c k t o n , December 12-h — No fear of high 
water is felt in San Joaquin county. Y’esterday 
the water in the river was falling, but this tore- 
uoon it turned oil’ warm and the water rose 
slightly, probably owing to the snow melting 
on the mountains. Some anxiety bus been felt 
about levees on Union and Roberts Islands, but 
a telephone message received from there to-day 
at 1:30 o’clock brought iorth au answer that the 
water had remained stationary for the last four 
hours and they could stand a rise of four or five 
feet without danger. The water in Stockt n 
channel is about two feet from the wharf, the 
highest that it has been in four years. No flam- 
age has resulted from the downpour, aud the 
only thing to bo feared is back-water from the 
Sacramento river. The Mokelumne, Calaveras 
aud Sacramento rivers all empty into the San 
Joaquin a short distance apart, and, as they are 
all pretty high, may create sufficient back-water 
to endanger the levees along the San Joaquin. 
This afternoon the weathe- is cloudy agaiu and 
at 2 i*. m . the rain began falling. 
E m ig r a n t G a p , December 12th.—It is still 
storming. There has fallen 14 04 inches of rain 
and 10 of snow. Occasionally there is a little 
rain. It is still snowing. The sun was visible 
for five minutes yesterday. The weather is 
moderate. The wind is south and variable. 
O r o v il i.e , December 12th.—The storm has 
broken and the river is falliDg. No damage 
here from the flood, except the breakage of two 
or three reservoirs. The water did not reach 
within ten feet of the flood of 1881. The rail­ 
roads are demoralized. No mails were received 
yesterday or to-day. 
W in t e r s , Deceml»er 12th.— The wind has 
changed to the north and the clouds are break­ 
ing away. The rainfall since last report is 3.72 
inches, making a total lor the season of 18.34 
inches. Putah creek is running full and touched 
the 19-loot mark ou the railroad bridge yester­ 
day morning. The whole country is full of 
water and the bottom is out of the roads. 
S o n o m a , December 12th.—The storm which 
has prevailed here for two weeks abated this 
morning and by noon the sun came out, and the 
indications now are that the storm is over. 
S a n t a C r u z , December 12th.—The s u n is shin­ 
ing to*day. The water iu the river has gone 
down. There is no danger from floods and 
nothing to add to the cloudburst at Boulder yes­ 
terday. 
S a l in a s , December 12th.—The rain for the 
last twenty-four hours is .22 of an inch, making 
10.40 ineht s for the season. It has all come so 
easy that no damage has resulted or danger 
feared. 
S a n L u is O b is p o , December 12th.—There is 
no rain to-day. It is hoped the storm is over. 
The rainfall since November 29th is over 7 
inches, and for the season 18 inches in this city, 
12.36 inches at Port Harford and 15 inches at Ar­ 
royo Grande. The roads are bad, but no dam­ 
age is complained of. The rains are warm, gen­ 
tle and oi great benefit, with the best prospects 
ever seen. 
S a n t a M a r ia , December 12th.—Thirty-nlae 
hundredths ot an inch of rain has fallen since 
yesterday at noon. Feed is springing up like 
magic. Plowing is retarded, but the prospects 
of great prosperity are very bright. 
M e r c e d , December 12th.—All the streams in 
the county are running bank-full. Some of the 
low lauds are inundated. As yet no damage has 
been done. A prospector just in from the ioot- 
hills says all the gulches are booming rivers, 
some overflowing. The rain still continues aud 
a flood is expected. 
C a y u c o s, December 12th.—The heavy rains 
still contiuue at short intervals, with the bar­ 
ometer but little below noimal fair weather. 
The season’s rains up to the presentare 13.10 
inches. Not much damage yet, but a continu­ 
ance now means floods. Ihe earth is thoroughly 
soaked. The Templeton stage, with the nortn 
and overlaud mail, due last night, is not in yet 
at noon. The supposed cause is flooded creeks. 
T u l a r e , December 12th.—It is still raiuing 
gently, but there is no damage. On the con­ 
trary, immense benefit has resulted. Up to 10 
o’clock to-day 5.75 inches of rain have fallen for 
the season. More new land will be put into 
grain than ever before, and perhaps 8,000 acres 
of vines and orchard. The crop prospect so far 
is the best ever known. 
V is a l ia , December 12th.—We have rain every 
day. The season’s rainfall this morning amounts 
to 5.70 inches. It is raining now. Building and 
farm work are stopped. Tne rivers aud ditches 
are running a good current. There is no danger 
from high water whatever. 
F r e s n o , December 12th.—There is no flood 
here and none imminent as lar as can be heard. 
Dry creek is over its banks on the plains, but 
there is no damage and there are no fears for 
the city. The ram has been light though quite 
steady. 
S a n B e r n a r d in o . December 12th.—Rain fell 
at intervals during the day, and late to-night it 
is falling rapidly, with a prospect of a protracted 
storm. 
C a r s o n (Nev ), December 12th.—Snow, rain 
and aleet is failing alternately. Five leet of 
snow is on the lake summit. Feais of a dry 
season are dispelled. 
FREIGHT ON A CART. 
It Am ounted to SI 30. but was Charged 
Up $130 on the Books. 
W o o d l a n d , December 12th.—The preliminary 
examination of W. II. Clarke for larceny was 
resumed this morning. When the prosecution 
rested their case the defense made a motion to 
dismiss the complaint on the ground of insuf­ 
ficiency of evidence, which was denied. 
A number of witnesses were examined to 
show that the entry in the account had teen 
raised from 81 30 to $130. Clarke then took the 
stand and denied taking the money, and testi­ 
fied in explanation as follows: “On January 
:5lh I went to Woodland. The day before the 
railroad agent brought a bill for a cart for II 30. 
I paid the bill and signed the freight bill with 
Palmer’s name. After I paid the agent the 81 39 
I made a voucher and entered the amount on 
my books. Just then Palmer came in and said, 
•That is a personal account.’ I then told him I 
would enter it in pencil. That afternoon I 
started to Woodland and met Palmer near the 
house. He seemed to be rather indignant. 
Palmer asked me what that flSO freight account 
was? I told him I did not know. He was mad, 
and said he knew that the money was gone. He 
said it was late and that he would see me ihe 
cext morning. He said nothing to me the next 
day. and I did not make the entry of S13Q in the 
books. It was made while 1 was gone to Wood­ 
land. I made a voucher of 8130 to correspond 
with the amount, and told Palmer that I sup­ 
posed I would have to pay the money. He 
asked me bow I would pay it. I told him I 
would pay a certain amount out of my salary 
each mouth. He said he would make that all 
right: that he had compassion for me and 
would let me sign a note for the amount, which 


I did, and he said he would make arrangements 
with Mr. Neal so that the matter would not be 
brought before Fair.” 
The taking of testimony for larceny was fin­ 
ished this evening.

Jefferson Davis Bore No Malice Toward 
Ex-President Grant. 


BOSTON MERCHANTS’ BiNQUET, 


Speeches by Ex-President Cleveland 
and H, W . Grady, of A tlanta— 
Flynn and Coleman. 
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NEW ENGLAND MERCHANTS. 
Speeches by Grover Cleveland and EL 
W. Grady. 
B o s t o n . December 12th.—Over four hundred 
of the prominent business men of Boston aud 
New England crowded the apartments of the 
Hotel Vendóme this evening ou the occasion o* 
the annual banquet of the Boston Merchants’ 
Association. 
A t the round table in the center sat Hon, 
Jonathan A . Lane, President of the Association. 
At his right were ex-Presideut Cleveland and 
H. W. Grady, W. L. Putnaman. P. A. Collins, 
John Lowell, William E. Russell and Leopold 
Morse, while on his left were seated Governor 
Oliver Ames. Andrew Carnegie, General Clin­ 
ton B. Fiske and Collector Salteustall, all guests 
of the Association. 
After reading a letter of regret from James 
Russell Lowell, President Iaine proceeded in a 
brief speech to introduce Governor Ames, who 
welcomed the gueris of the Associaiion. 
President I*ane then introduced ex-President 
Cleveland, who was greeted with long con­ 
tinuous applause and cheers. Cleveland 
dwelt on the injustice of fostering certain 
branches of trade at the expense or others by 
rueaus of a protective tariff witn the accom­ 
panying evils of the intimidation of labor by 
aggregated capital. 
From this he turned to the question of the 
dangers which threaten the nation from the in­ 
timidation and corruption of voles. On this 
subject he said: “We need not stifle our scorn 
and contempt for the wretch who basely sells 
his vote, and who, for a bribe, betrays the trust 
of citizenship, ana yet the thought will intrude 
itself that he but follows in the low and vulgar 
fashion of the example of those who proceed 
upon the theory that political action may be 
turned to private gain. But we know that 
when political selfishness is destroyed, our dan­ 
gers will disappear, aud though the way to its 
stronghold may be long aud weary, we will fol­ 
low it fighting as we go. There will be no sur­ 
render nor will there be desertions from our 
ranks. This hope has riseu like a star iu the 
east, has fixed the gaze of our patriotic fellow 
countrymen, and everywhere iu our busy marts 
of trade and ou our farms, in our cities and iu 
the homes of the poor, iu our universities, and 
in our workshops, in our banking houses and 
in the ranks of inexorable toil, they greet us 
with an enthusiastic acclaim of the advent of 
ballot reform. 
“I remember the inauguration ol another re­ 
form, and 1 have seen it grow am! extend until 
it has become firmly establi-hed in our laws 
and practice. It is to-day our greatest safe­ 
guard against the complete and disgraceful 
degradation of our public service. It had its 
enemies, and all of them are not yet silenced, 
but its victory came, wrought by the force of 
enlightened public sentiment, and upon its 
trial every objection which had been urged 
against it was completely discredited. As it 
has been with civil service reform, so will it be 
with ballot reform, except that the coming vic­ 
tory will be more speedily achieved and inore 
complete.’’ 
Following Cleveland was Henry W. Grady of 
Georgia, who was warmly received. Mr. Grady 
said he was invited to discuss the race prob­ 
lem. He said that the South, the fairest and 
richest domain on earth, is so scantily peopled 
that but fifteen per cent, of its lands'are culti­ 
vated. Sons of New England seek with troubled 
eye some new Eldorado yet from 1860 the emi­ 
gration of Northerners to the South has been 
decreasing because of the race problem aud the 
suspicions it breeds. 
Southerners are so beset with this problem 
th*»t their very existence depends upon its right 
solution. 
Replying to the imputation that the South 
treated negroes unjustly, the speaker said: 
“ Ihis year the Soutn rabed 7,500 <>00 bales of 
cotton, which enormous crop could not come 
from the hands of discontented labor. The ne­ 
groes of Georgia, who twenty-five years ago were 
slaves, now possess £20,000.000 worth of prop­ 
erty: for every instance of the Afra American 
Hgitation stirring up strife, he could show a 
thousand negroes happy iu their cabin homes 
and with their children in school. It is ad­ 
mitted that there is disorder aud violence, but 
it is misjudged lawlessness. In Iowa it is ac­ 
cepted as an accident, while that iu the South 
is ascribed to race causes. The black will cast 
a free ballot when ignorance auvwhere is not 
dominated by the will of intelligent whites. 
They are banded, not iu prejudice, but in neces­ 
sity. The negro vote remains an ignoraut and 
credulous faction, the prey of the uijscrupu.ous 
of both parties, aud plays a part in the cam­ 
paign in which every interest of society is 
ieopardlz d and every approach to the ballot- 
box debauched. 
“Against suchcampaigus as this, the Southern 
whites are banded as the Massachusetts whiles 
would be. iu similar circumstances." 
In reply to the challenge as to the alleged 
smallness of the Southern vote, Mr. Grady said 
the sixteen Southern States in 18?s cast'sixty- 
seven per cent, of their total vote; the New Eng­ 
land States, but rixty-three per cent, of theirs. 
The negro has learned that the ballot-box. 
which promised him most, has yielded him 
least, and at last he realized that his’ best friends 
are his neighbors, with whose prosperity his 
own is bound up. 
It would be well if Northern partisans would 
under.-tand that the negro vote can never agaiu 
control the South. If tnere be any human torce 
which cannot be withstood, it is that of the 
1 landed intelligence aud responsibility ot a free 
community. Upon that the South relies, and 
not upon the cowardly menace of mask or shot­ 
gun. Force bills will not avail. The North may 
surrender its liberties to the Federal election 
law, but never again will a single State, North 
or South, be delivered to the control of an igno­ 
rant and inferior race. Time alone can tell 
how the problem presented will be solved. 
The speaker lielieved it would be solved by 
the people most bound iu honor to its solution. 
He asked: “First, patience. Out of this alone 
cun come the perfect work. Second, confidence. 
Iu this alone can you judge fairly. Third, sym­ 
pathy. Iu this you can help us. Fourth, give 
us your sons as hostages, that they may help to 
swell the Auglo-Saxon cur. cut until! it eau 
carry without danger this black infusion. Fifth, 
loyalty to the Republic, for there is as much sec­ 
tionalism iu loyalty as in estrangement. Give 
us a broad ana perfect loyalty, that loves and 
trusts Georgia alike with Massachusetts. That 
knows to South, no North, no East, no West, 
but endears with equal and patriotic love every 
foot o f our soil, and every State o f our Union.” 
Andrew Carnegie was then introduced Prior 
to entering upon the discussion o f his tot ic he 
referred to Cleveland as one whom history 
would declare had tried to do his duty, and who 
possessed the respect of the entire country, re­ 
gardless of party. Carnegie then proceeded to 
a brief exposition of the wonderful progress 
made by this country during the past thirty 
years, in commerce, manufacturing and mining, 
declaring that in two industries she now leads 
the world, while her credit is first am mg na­ 
tions. 
Carnegie was followed by Hon. W. L. Putnam, 
late Democratic candidate for Governor of 
Maine, who spoke briefly.

¡N FOREIGN LANDS. 


Proceedings of the Am erican Federation 
Now in Session. 
B o s t o n , December 12th.—The first hour of the 
session or the Federation of Labor this morning 
was occupied by routine business. The com­ 
mittee on the reportof the President reported in 
favor of the proposition to appoint a committee 
of seven, to which all matters relating to the 
eight-hour movement be referred. The com­ 
mittee iarored holding the next International 
Congress in the city in which the World’s Fair 
will be held iu 1892, and also urged the Federa 
tiou to seek the rigid enforcement of the con­ 
tract labor laws and the Chinese Exclusion Act, 
and the agitation of ballot reform until all the 
States have adopted the Australian system. 
The report was discussed and its recommenda­ 
tions were referred. 
The report of the Committee on Organization 
recommended the Executive Council to try and 
bring ab_ut the amalgamation of all dual or­ 
ganizations existing in any oue trade. It was 
reeommeuded that in the ease of unions affili­ 
ated with the Federation hereafter all confer­ 
ences of the officers of the Federation with the 
officers of the Knights of Labor, relating to 
tradts union organization ormutual interchange 
and recognition of working cards, cease. The 
first part was referred to a special committee, 
with instructions to prepare au address to the 
people of America, stating plainly the trades 
union position of the Federation, and the sec­ 
ond part was adopted. 


COLEMAN AND FLYNN. 
Two Ex-Aaaemblymen W ho Had a De­ 
lightful Trip Ea*t. 
New Y’ork, December 12th.—J. V. Coleman, 
President of the Iroquois Club, of San Francisco, 
and J. J. Flynn, ex-County Clerk of that city, 
are about to sue the Chicago, Burlington aud 
Quincy Railroad Company for 810,000 damages. 
The cause of complaint against ihe railroad on 
which these gentlemen sue, is this: When 
Messrs. Coleman aud Flynn left fan Erancisco, 
the former bound on a trip to see his mother in 
Paris and the latter for a general good time in 
Gotham, they secured a parlor on a sleeping car 
for the entire route, telegraphing ahead to make 
all secure. 
Things went smoothly until Council Bluffs 
was reached, then Messrs. Coleman and Flynn 
were astonished to find a couple of very hand­ 
some young ladies in their parlor. As gallant 
young Californians they could not turn the la­ 
dies out of the places which they filled so com 
fortably and seemed to enjoy. Tney had a re­ 
ceipt for that particular parlor, and it was not 
their fault if the agent at rigden had made a 
great mistake ana given the young ladies a re­ 
ceipt for berths that were already taken. 
When the conductor saw that both the ladies 
and gentlemen had receipts for the same places 
he refused to interiere, gallantly giviDg the pre­ 
ference to the ladies, aud specially since they 
already occupied the places. 
“We will sit up all night then,” said Coleman, 
as he plumped himsel! dow n in the nearest seat. 
“Not uuUss you pay for au upper and lower 
berth,” replied the conductor. 
There was no alternative, aud the gentlemen 
paid for the berths. These they occupied until 
they reached Ch;cago, where they w ere met by 
the passenger agent of the road, who was ex­ 
ceedingly sorry, and did the apologetict act iu 
the most abject style. 
“I trust, uemlemeu,” said he, “that this will 
not briug un into trouble." 
‘-That is just what it will do.” replied the gen­ 
tlemen, in chorus. “We will sue the company 
as soon as we reach New Y’ork, for the extreme 
annoyance and inconvenience to which we 
have been put.”

Barberry, the Democratic Senator from Meagh­ 
er county, made a short address, in which he 
said that the position taken by the Democratic 
Senators was uncalled for. and that the step, 
although a bad one, bad been forced upon them 
by high Democratic politicians. 
Later information says that five of the six 
Democratic Senators have agreed to meet to­ 
morrow with the Republicans and organize the 
Senate. 
Condition in Ireland. 
D e t r o it (Mich.), December 12th.—Bev. Chas. 
O'Reilly, Treasurer of the National League, 
who recently» returned from au extended tour 
oi Ireland was interviewed, and says: “Ihe 
need of friends in the League were never more 
urgent. The Irish people are entirely in the 
last stages ot their agitation. Landlords recog­ 
nize that their tenure is doomed. They are 
compelled to sell ou*. and have lormed a syn­ 
dicate to keep up rents, as that will determine 
the purchase price of the property. 
“Tenants have formed a defense association 
to break down the rents all over Ireland. They 
will force the landlords to accept fair rents or 
leave the property vacant. 
“When i left Ireland the League was building 
two hundred houses adjacent to one estate, the 
tenants having been evicted. Farms in Ireland 
have been worked in this way for nine years. 
Either the ejected tenant goes back or the 
land lies idle.” 
Railway Conference. 
C h ic a g o, December 11th.—At the conference 
of tbe trunk lines, central traffic and Western 
States passenger roads to-day, ou the question 
of the abolition of the paymeut of commissions 
on passenger business, it agreed on the appoint­ 
ment of a committee, to consist of representa­ 
tives of the six lines, to be appointed by 
chairman Abbott, aud four to be appoiuted by 
Chairman Blanchard. The committee is to 
meet promptly and report their action to their 
respective associations, so that the New York 
meeting may take action. The difficulties re­ 
garding California routes were referred to a 
committee, with power to act." 
Si»«ck of Railroad War. 
C h ic a g o , December 12th.—At the January 
meeting of the Western Freight Association, the 
Altou will give notice ot its intention to reduce 
the cattle rute from Kansas City to Chicago to 
12% cents. Notice was given yesterday. The cut 
ol the present rate of 22 cents to Is cents 
will take effect December 21st. The cut to be 
made in January will be most disastrous to all 
the roads, but is made in pursuance of the an­ 
nounced policy of the road to make openly anv 
rate which its competitors made secretly. All 
the Kansas City roads have given notice of their 
intention to meet the 18-cent rate. All will meet 
the latest cut. 
Two M urderers Confess. 
S< r ib n e r (Neb.), December 12th.—A Constable 
and a posse of ten meu captured Chris Furst 
and Charles Shepard in the brush along the 
Elkhorn river to-day. These men are cfcarged 
with the murder of C. F. Pulsifer, a grain 
dealer, at Crowell on Tuesday. 
Both confessed and were "taken to Fremont, 
where they are now in jai1. They were fol 
lowed by a mob with a rope, but were safely 
lauded on the train under a guard of fifteen 
men. 
Novel Fotuto Contest. 
N e w Y’ork, December 32tli.—'The “Women's 
National Potato Contest,” which recently took 
place, was an unique contest, and was engaged 
iu by the wives and daughters of farmers in 
many parts of the country. A synopsis of the 
result shows there were 1,090 contestants and 
200 premiums awarded. The first prize was won 
by Mary Rusk of Madison, 111.: yield 970.66 
bushels per acre. The rest of the prizes were 
awarded for all yields below 925 and above 300 
bushels to the acre.

Winnipeg, December 12th —A oitiz.eh just ar­ 
rived from tne Pacific coast tells of a thrilling

. resi. A rail t»ve way at a point on the mouu- 
iain side high above the Columbia river. The 
engine passed over saiely, but the two coaches 
ioliowing swung about and toppled over the 
bank, which was almost perpendicular, and the 
cars would have tumbled several hundred feet 
into the river had it not been that the coupling 
twisted around and held the tremendous weight. 
There were the two cars, one with its loai of 
passengers suspending over the abyss. The 
weight ot the engine aud the balance of the 
train prevented the suspended cars from draw­ 
ing the whole train down. The suspense was 
dreadful, 'ihe frightened passengers were com­ 
pelled to remain in their perilous position until 
the train hands built a platform around And un­ 
derneath the hanging cars, enabling ail to make 
their escape, l’he place where tbe acciileut oc­ 
curred is considered the most dangerous in the 
mountains.

Dom Pedro reiused this also It is reported 
to-day that King Car los has intimated to D’Ku 
that the sooner he starts for France the better 
it would be for Portugal, 
Canadian > h i p Canal. 
O t t a w a , December 12th.—The Government is 
undertaking the stupendous work of construct­ 
ing a ship railroad to connect the St. Lawrence 
river with the Bay of Fuudy, reducing the 500- 
mile trip around Nova Scotia to seventeen 
miles. It will be called “Chignut’s Marine 
Transport Railway,” and will cost over 56,000,­ 
000. The track weight will oe 110 pounds to the 
yard, and it will take only two locomotives to 
draw the car holding the vessels, aud occupy a 
little over two hours’ time. The tariff will be 
fifty cents per ton on the cargo, and twenty-five 
cents per ton on ttie vessel. Hydraulic jacks of 
immense power will be used to raise the vessel 
ou the car, which can be accomplished iu half 
an hour. It is specially applicable for purposes 
of war, the car being large enough to transport 
the largest wur-ship. 
Indignant Spain. 
Madrid, December 12th.—Papers here mani­ 
fest a great deal of irritation at Senator Cole's 
proposal in regard to Cuba, and roundly de­ 
nounce it. This is a subject upon which Spain 
is veiy sensitive, and the mere suggestion of 
any change in ownership is apt to be i egarded 
as an ofl’ense to national dignity. 
The Epoca says: “ihis is a mad idea and it 
cannot be that anyone in Wasbiugton lakes it 
seriously. Even if a republic were established 
in Spain she would not consent to separate 
Cuba. Spain is resolved at all hazards to main­ 
tain the lutegrity of her national territory, aud 
political divisions do not exist thereon.”

THE STORM AND THE CITY. 


Among our friends outside tiie city, Sac­ 
ramento interests are now passing througli 
what, for want of a more expressive term, 
may be called a “scare.” 
Among otir own 
people who preserve their heads and do not 
allow fancy and fear to run away with 
reason, there is no alarm about the high 
waters. 
The best evidence of this is, that 
about the entire population has in the 
past two days visited the river front to see 
the rushing waters of the Saci amento river 
—but it was curiosity, not fear, that 
actuated them. 
For as a matter of fact 
we all know that there is absolutely 
nothing to fear from the high waters of 
the Sacramento. 
The stream flows parallel 
T ith the city front and along its levee, no 
where impinging upon it at an angle. 
The levee is of immense thickness and very 
short—indeed for a good part of the dis­ 
tance it is as thick as the city is long, the 
top of the levee being below the high 
grade levels. 
On the east and north, 
levees quite as strong protect the city from 
any probable assault of the American 
river, which stream lias not been high, 
and 
r the greater length of the levee has 
not come within sight of it, or risen over 
the bottom lands between the embankments 
and the river. 
Nevertheless, our friends abroad are 
alarmed for our safety, while we ourselves 
are not even nervous. 
Telegiams come 
from all sections solicitously inquiring how 
much damage has been done by the flood, 
when we have had no flood and have suf­ 
fered no damage, and w ill not. 
These in­ 
quiries are, doubtless, in large part occa­ 
sioned by the fact that along the water 
front water was seen upon the top of the 
levee in pools of greater or less extent, but 
still far below the crown of the levee, 
which, at the point indicated, is from 100 
to 120 feet in width. 
Along these swales, 
in which water draining from the siope of 
the street, escaping from beneath the plat­ 
forms of the levee, and accumulating by 
rainfall, had gathered, the railway tracks 
of the Western Division of the Southern 
Pacific Company run, aud the incoming 
and outgoing trains, therefore, for a short 
distance, passed through pools of water. To 
those who did not stop to examine, aud saw 
the phenomenon only from the car win­ 
dows, may be attributed the rumors that 
the city was inundated. 
The moral efléct of these pools of water 
in the swaies on the outer top of the front 
levee was, therefore, bad. 
It should be re 
moved, and it can be dane easily and 
speedily, and for ail time, at no very con­ 
siderable cost. 
The low places can be 
filled in, and for that matter the whole 
line of the outer top of the levee raised to 
the grade of Front street. 
For that pur­ 
pose earth can be had from near points 
and hauled in by rail, aud the labor of the 
chain-gang of the city and county applied 
to the necessary shoveling. 
These worth­ 
less fellows could not he better employed, 
and tiie putting of them to hard labor 
might lessen the burden of the taxpayers, 
who have to support so large a projiortion 
of the criminal class, in the winter time 
especially. 
It is as well to use these jail­ 
birds in rounding up the levee some four 
or five feet higher as to engage them in 
crossing-sweeping and gutter-cleaning, as 
now. 
When the river runs down it would 
be well to continue this work of raising 
the crown of the whole levee system, and 
for '«hat purpose a good deal of clayey ma­ 
terial can e;cily be had from the river 
itself and at small cost. 
Opposite this city the people of the town 
of Washington have proved that it is not 
a «iifScult task for a community far less 
able than this, to construct levees that are 
far above the capacity of the river to rise, 
until the whole tule basin shall be filled 
with earth to the level of the river’s 
natural banks. 
The policy of this city 
should be, now that it is demonstrated 
that ievee protection is feasible against 
the highest waters ever known in the val­ 
ley, to do seme work every year upon its 
embankments, until there will never, in 
any part of the State, be raised any ques- 
tioa concerning the safety of Sacramento 
from floods. 
We should see to it, also, 
that the cross or Y street levee, below the 
city, is ratted to such a height that no ne­ 
glect of property-owners in the district 
below the city will expose us to the lia­ 
bility, as now, of back-water from break­ 
ing of the levees of that district. 
Tiiat 
levee should be brought to a uniform high 
level. 
W hile half a dozen connties and 
towns have suffered from flood waters in 
this storm, in our own there has been 
scarcely inconvenience, and 110 danger 
whatever. 
We have reason, therefore, to 
congratulate ourselves, but it should serve, 
also, as a stimulant to new lalwrs and con­ 
tinuous ones, upon the levees, since no one 
can foresee what the conjunction of the 
f* ces of naturemay threaten a people with 
in the future, from great flood waters. 


to, wiiile the highest waters ever known in 
the river were assailiug the levees, numer­ 
ous gopher holes were discovered in the 
earthworks, and the water began to pour 
through them. 
The city officials, though 
having no authority in the premise», the 
district being beyond their jurisdiction, 
felt it to be the part of prudence to send 
sacks and workmen to the point indicated, 
and render aid in closing up these danger 
spots. 
Now, we affirm that ordiuarv prudence 
exercised in time, would have eradicated 
the rodents, and thus have removed a 
source of great danger to these low lands. 
Had the property owners been diligent in 
the right season the gophers could have 
been poisoned out. 
We are assured by 
til ose who have had experience, that this 
can be done, or at least that watchfulness 
will so reduce the number of the burrow­ 
ing animals that their ravages can be 
rendered 
comparatively harmless, 
and 
their holes found and closed in the dry 
season. 
We hope that our neighbors will 
he able to satisfactorily explain what now 
appears to be gross neglect. 
But their 
masterly incapacity to manage their levee 
system in dry and flood seasons lessens 
faith in them. 
Jt was a mistake to remove from munici­ 
pal jurisdiction the levee district referred 
to. 
W e ought to have authority over it, 
for if these people will not take care of 
their levees there must be legislation in 
the premises to insure the safety of those 
others who may suffer because of the neg­ 
lect of the owners of the property. Levees 
around such valuable land should be 
raised, strengthened and otherwise im­ 
proved every year until they become ab­ 
solutely impregnable. 
A resident of the 
district referred to says to us that the con­ 
struction of such a levee as is indicated 
would involve a cost amounting to abso­ 
lute confiscation of the property compelled 
to bear it. 
But calculation proves that at 
the utmost 20 per cent, would not be de­ 
manded. 
And if it were, and the security 
of eighty parts depends upon the sacrifice 
of twenty parts, it is wisdom to eliminate 
all “chances” and make the sacrifice. 


SHORT DEER SEASON. 


T h e celebration by Congress o f the cen- 
cennial inauguration of Washington was 
a wise observance, and has served to turn 
the thoughts of the people anew in patri­ 
otic directions. 
It is a singular circum­ 
stance that the funeral day o f the man 
who headed the rebellion to destroy the 
Union should fall upon the one hundredth 
anniversary of the inauguration as President 
of the man who lead the colonists to the 
formation of the Union.

Thousands of people—men, women and 
children—visited the river front yesterday 
to view the teeming waters that were rush­ 
ing past c-n their way to the ocean and in­ 
cidentally to deluge farms 
and cattle 
ranches before reaching there. The river 
continued to rise slowly during the day, 
and at sundown had reached the extreme 
hight of 26 teet 11 inches, but then began 
to recede, and by 8 o’clock had fallen sev­ 
eral inches. While the water was at its 
highest point the railroad tracks along the 
water front were several inches under water 
in some low places, but the running of 
trains was no: interfered with. 
There was great activity displayed along 
the levee below the city, and also on 
the Yolo side. The farmers on this side 
had done practically nothing to protect 
their valuable lands Irom inundation, and 
the City Trustees found it necessary to take 
a hand and spend a few dollars there in 
order to save the city the inconvenience of 
having back-water up against its south 
levee tor several months to come. 
In addition to what the Trustees did 
there, several public-spirited citizens put 
their hands into their own pockets and 
paid men to carry bags of earth to protect 
weak spots in the levee. Messrs. David 
Lubin, L P. Gilman and others were con­ 
spicuous in their efforts to keep at bay the 
threatening waters. 
Trustee Wolf assumed the dnty of look­ 
ing after the levee from Suttervills to the 
Riverside House, leaving Mayor Gregory 
and Trustee McLaughlin to attend to tbat 
portion between Sutterville and the city. 
Mr. Wolf worked like a Trrjan all day, 
and went on duty again in the evening 
with the determination of fighting it out 
on the same line all night. 
CP THE RIVER. 
A gentleman who came down from Marys­ 
ville yesterday on the steamer Knight No. 
3, related to a R ecord-lisio s reporter a 
story of sadness. He said the levee3 up 
the river were broken on both sides, but 
the damage on the east side was greatest. 
Farms were flooded along the river, and 
horses and cattle in manv places were 
standing in water several teet deep. In 
other places the narrow strips of levees 
that had withstood the rushing waters were 
covered with livestock. The scene from 
the deck of tbe steamer was one of desola­ 
tion, the water spreading out and submerg­ 
ing the country for miles on either side. 
BREAK I KG AT ALL POINTS. 
At half-past 9 o’clock last night Mr. 
Wolf returned to the city and reported tbat 
the river had fallen a foot at Oak Hall 
(Riverside House), and that all danger to 
the levee ou this side was over. He had 
sent to town at 0 o’clock in the evening for 
men and implements, and Kent Bros, took 
down two wagou-loads, numbering thirty- 
three men. These were stationed along 
the levee for duty during the night, and 
Mr. Wolf concluded to return and take the 
rest he so much needed. 
He reported that there were four breaks 
in the Yolo levee below Washington—the 
first at a point a mile and a half below that 
town: the next at Dr. Snyder’s ranch, two 
and one-half miles down; the next at Me- 
gowan s place, three miles down, and the 
next at Suckman & Carragher’s place, a 
few miles below there. 
A little later the R e c o r d -U n io n received 
word from W alnut Grove to the effect that 
a break bad occurred above Clarksburg, 
also on the Yolo side. Rumors continued 
to come in of other breaks on that side, but 
they could not be authentica'ei. 
Lit-, in the evening word came of a break 
at the Eikhorn ranch, some ten miles above 
■Washington. Through these outlets the 
water poured into the low lands on that 
side of the river, and the effect was soon 
apparent on this side in the rapid falling 
of the water along Front street. 
GUARDING THE LEVEE. 
Mayor Gregory telephoned this 
__ 
_ 
office 
during the evening that tbe entire levee be­ 
tween this city and the Riverside House 
was being patrolled by a large force of men, 
and all weak places guarded and strength­ 
ened. 
It was expected that, by this morn­ 
ing, the river would be much lower, and 
the real danger that threatened that section 
averted. 
., 
, 
Superintendent Wright, of the railroad 
company, had train-loads of hags filled 
with earth stationed on Front street during 
the day and night, ready to be sent wher­ 
ever needed. 
, , 
,, 
The workmen on the levee below the 
citv were kept constantly supplied with all 
necessary material for strengthening weak 
places, and the utmost vigilance observed. 
The Trustees denied a request made by 
Colonel McNasser io pump the water from 
the drainage canal into the river by means 
of the pipe used on a former occasion when 
the river was low, as the opening of the 
pipe at the present stage of the water would 
siiuplv let ihe water back into the canal, 
which would only add to the Colonel’s 
troubles, instead ot lessening them. 
Supervisors Tebbeis and Black visited 
the levee below tbe city yesterday, and au­ 
thorized, on behalf of the county, the em­ 
ployment of men and purchase ol material 
for protecting the embauKment. 
The case of Mrs. Lsuken, who resides on 
the Yolo side a short distance below the 
city is a sad one. For two days and nights 
she had labored to protect the levee in front 
of her place, and yesterday had to see it 
vanish. 
A gentleman who passed there 
yesterday said she was still laboring hero­ 
ically, almost up to her waist in water, but 
all her efforts were in vain. 
David Lubin offered 12i cents for each 
bag of earth placed, within fifteen minutes 
on a certain weak spot in the levee near 
Sutterviile ye.-terday. Some of the men 
present tork hold and worked so lively 
that they earned a day’s wages in the 
allotted lime. 
STILL FALLING. 
A Record-Union reporter visited the L 
street gauge on the river front at midnight 
last night, and found tbat the water had 
fallen more than a loot since sundown.

The river here is now fourteen feet, a 
drop of seven feet since yesterday noon. 
RIVER FALLING AT REDDING. 
R e d d in g . December 12th.—The water has 
fallen very much siDce yesterday. Very 
little damage has resulted to property in 
this county, and that mostly to railroad. 
Very little rain fell last night, and this 
morning the sun came oat for a short time, 
but at noon there were appearances of a 
continuance of the storm. The weather 
has been warm, and the snow has not 
fallen very low down on the hills. 
Train 16, that lay at Dunsmuir yesterday, 
came in at 11 this forenoon, transferred its 
passengers to the train lying here, and will 
return to Oregon after dinner, with a (air 
nrospect of getting through. 
" We have had no mails here for two days, 
and none are expected before to-morrow, 
and not then if the storm renews its vio­ 
lence. The heavy part of the storm was 
confined to the west side of the river in this 
county. 
GREAT DAMAGE IN COLUSA. 
Colusa, December 12h.—There are some 
dozen breaks in the levee on the east side 
of the river above Bntte slough, about ten 
being above Colusa. The bighest-up break 
heard of is on the Davis farm, above 
Princeton. 
The Parrott grant, opposite 
Jacinto, has never been leveed, and there 
are several large sloughs putting out of the 
river. Some of these rise in Bntte creek on 
the Pratt grant, northeast of Bntte City. 
The Angel sloughs are two very large 
slonghs that put out from the lower end of 
the Parrott grant, and run southeast, mak­ 
ing Butte creek about east of Princeton. 
A reporter examining the flood with a 
field-glass from the top of the Monlton res- 
dence saw an expanse of water that seemed 
to cover all the land from the liver to 
Biggs. Much of the land now covered 
above the point of the back water will not 
drown out if we have a fall in the river in a 
reasonable time. 
From Princeton down, on the east side, 
there is only here and there a high spot of 
land out of water. 
If the river remains high for any length 
of time two-thirds of the grain in Colusa 
county east of the river will be drowned 
out, and this is about the best wheat dis 
trict in Colusa county. The people of that 
district will lose enough tbe present season 
to have paid their part of the tax to make 
an outlet to the river so big as to render an 
overflow impossible. 
The hill water is still filling the basin 
above Knight's Landing, and must do an 
immense damage, enough also to have pro 
vided permanently against the recurrence 
of such a catastrophe. 
The danger to the west side is now from 
tbe filling of the basin above Butte slough, 
so that tbe water, instead of running out of 
the river there, will run into it, as it did in 
1S62.

Our extreme high water in Colusa is ow 
ing in a large measure to the filling of this 
b asin . 
The steamer Jacinto is laying here, and 
Captain Lowrey informed a reporter that 
coming down from Bntte City he noticed 
that the levees on the cast side seemed to 
he completely riddled and the whole coun 
trv to be under water. 
The draw of the Chico bridge lodged on 
the tow-head of the Jacinto. 
Below Colusa a few miles the farmers are 
bringing their families and stock to town 
although no Dreaks on this side of the 
river have at this hour (6 p. m .) occurred. 
AT KNIGHTS' LANDING. 


W o o d l a n d , December 12:h.—There is

IN SACRAMENTO.

The Signal Service reports in this city 
yesterday showed the barometer to be ris­ 
ing. It read 29.78 inches at 5 a . m . and 
29 94 inches at 5 p. it., and was still having 
an upward tendency. This is a rise of .16 
of an inch in 12 hours. The moBt unpleas­ 
ant outlook for settled weather is the ac­ 
tion of the wind. It was at all points of 
the compass yesterday, remaining but a 
short time at any one point. It is by the 
wind blowing steadily from one point tbat 
we get either clear or cloudy weather, rain, 
snow, sleet or hail; but when the move­ 
ments ot the superincumbent atmosphere 
resting upon the earth’s surface become 
variable (or one might say “rattled”), then 
there can be no permanent weather of auy 
particular class, bnt rather an admixture of 
all—first rain, then sunshine, then cloudy 
weather, with occasional hsil, thunder and 
lightniDg. 
It is just such changes in the motion of 
the atmosphere that causes such terrific 
storms in the calm belt that surrounds 
the 
earth’s 
center 
on each side of 
the 
equatorial line. 
When the wind 
settles 
down to steady 
business 
we 
knowhow to judge what the approaching 
weather will be, as it is, we are ail at sea— 
one might say in an open boat, without 
compass or rudder, for we cannot tell to a 
certainty what the future will be. 
The raiufall in this city early yesterday 
morning amounted to .20 of an inch, mak­ 
ing 502 inches for the month, and 14 19 
for the season, as against 6.14 to an equal 
date last year. 
Tbe papers at San Francisco claim this 
to be the wettest December ever known at 
that point. That may be the case there, 
but certainly is not so here. The month 
of October in this cily gave the greatest 
amount ever known in a record of 40 years 
(6 02 inches), bnt November did not, nor 
has December, so far, done so. The rain­ 
fall in November was 3 15 inches, while the 
greatest amount before was 11.34 inches, 
in 1885. This month, to date, has given 
.02 inches. The heaviest for the entire 
month of December in 40 years, was in 
1852, when 13.40 inches were measured. 
The present month is very near half 
ended, and we have a little over 5 inches. 
It might be safely said that the present 
month will not beat the record, nor is there 
prospect of the record for this Beason up 
to December 31st overtopping that of 1852, 
when 19.40 inches were measured. There 
must be 6 inches more this month to do so, 
which is possible, but very improbable. 
The highest and lowest temperature yea 
terday in this city was 56° and 44°, 
against 48° and 44°. on the same date last 
year. 
The highest and lowest one year 
ago to-day was 56° and 42°. 
The barometer at 5 o’clock last evening 
was 29 94 inches at Red Bluff, with south­ 
erly winds, cloudy weather, and .04 of an 
inch of rain during the afternoon. The 
barometer is rising from Olympia to Sacra 
rnento, with light winds mostly from the 
north. The weather generally is cloudy, 
with no rainfall north of this State. 
These meteorological conditions at this 
writing seem to poiut unerringly to the end 
of ihe rapidly moving high and low baro­ 
metrical areas that have followed each 
other in sncli rapid succession for weeks 
past over and up and down the 
slope. 
The wind in this city at 7:30 o’clock last 
night was from the east, about three miles 
per hour, and the weather clear.

It is conceded on ail sides that an im­ 
mense amount of money has been wasted 
in the filling and grading of streets in this 
city in tlie past, and it is openly asserted 
that property-owners have been fleeced by 
a ring of contractors. That these consid­ 
erations have induced many good citizens 
to refuse to improve the streets in front of 
their property there is no doubt. 
They 
would have been willing to enter upon such 
improvement if it could be accomplished 
at a reasonable price, but they have resisted 
what they believed to be extortionate de­ 
mands of the contractors. The result is 
that the streets of the city are in a lament­ 
able condition, and public-spirited citizens 
have been for months discussing plans by 
which they can be improved. 
F. E. Ray has hit upon a plan which 
gives promise of grand results. 
He sub­ 
mitted it yesterday to twenty prominent 
business men and in every instance it was 
heartily indorsed, each of the gentlemen 
subscribing at once to stock in the com­ 
pany which the plan proposes- 
The idea 
is to grade the streets by wholesale, instead 
of in small sections, and to do this in such 
a way that it will cost the property owner 
less than half what it does now. If the 
plan is carried out it will of course spoil 
the business of the present street contract­ 
ors, but it will give us good streets 
throughout the entire city and a ta nom­ 
inal cost. 
Mr. Ray says that his plan is to grade 
and put in first-class order all of the streets 
from B to R and from the water front to 
Twentieth, in one or two years. He pro­ 
poses to organize a company of 100 citi­ 
zens, each of whom will take one share of 
stock at $100. When tbe company is or­ 
ganized it will secure from the property 
owners pledges to proceed to the grading of 
the streets, guaranteeing that the cost of 
such grading shall be less than one-half of 
the price now paid. The company will be 
able to fulfill its part of the agreement in 
the following manner: Mr. Roy has the 
assurance from Mayor Gregory that the 
city will furnish the company with broken 
granite at one dollar per ton. This granite 
will be crushed by the power at the Water­ 
works at a very trifling expense. At pres­ 
ect property-owners are paying from $1 40 
to $1 75 per cubic yard lor gravel, while 
under this plan they would get broken 
granite, which is much belter, for less than 
twenty cents per cubic yard. The earth 
used will cost from thirty to forty cents per 
load when hauling is fair. 
The plan is to use coarse broken granite 
for tilling in low places in grading, which 
will act as a sub-drain. A loot of dirt will 
be put over this and then ten inches of 
finely crushed granitp. Over this will be a 
layer of sediment, intermixed with a little 
cement. When this is well watered and 
packed with a hravy roller it will make a 
magnificent street. 
Where it is desired, 
the top layer can be of bituminous rock and 
asphaltinn, which will make a still finer 
street. Mr. Rav also proposes to do away 
with the cobble gutters and put in basalt 
blocks to make a smooth surface, making 
tbe enrbings of cement. 
It is proposed to do all of the work pos 
sihle by steam power. When a street is to 
be graded the Board of Trustees wiil be 
asked to allow the company to lay down a 
tramway, upon which cars can be handled 
by a dummy engine. 
These cars will be 
loaded by a great steam shovel, which will 
handle a cubic yard of earth every minute. 
With such appliances a whole street could 
be graded in an incredibly short time. The 
company would charge the property-own 
ers only the exact cost of the work, alid 
will be in no sense a money-making con 
cern. The plan looks like a feasible one, 
and if taken hold of in earnest will prove 
of great importance to the city.
